Editorial 


WHAT IS SO RARE AS A DAY IN JUNE? 

One answer to that question might be “The per- 
son who is smart enough to recognize poison ivy 
and avoid it.” . 

This is the first month of the real annual out- 
door migration when people take to the country from 
towns and cities in droves and who go there with 
very little knowledge of how to protect themselves 
from some of the rural hazards. Poison ivy, for the 
person who likes to poke around through wooded 
areas, is one of the great summertime banes of the 
young and not-so-young a 

The summer news budget of Health News Service 
has a very apt term for it: “Poison Ivy — Glistening 
Traitor” and some suggestions for avoiding the annoy- 
ing consequences of coming into close contact with 
it- Here are its recommendations for a poison ivy- 
free summer: 

“Foison ivy is native to North America, and is 
most certainly found in Canada, usually when one 
least expects it, The first thing to do is know how 
to recognize it, and then to avoid it at all costs, This 
weed has a very attractive appearance, with its groups 
of shiny dark green leaves, set in clusters of three. 
The berries are a greenisn white, and rise from the 
centre of the plant. In the Fall, the whole plant 
turns a brilliant scarlet, and the unwary will pick 
it for bouquets. 

“The rash caused by poison ivy is a very irritat- 
ing one, and spreads all over the body very quickly 
when scratched. The rash is recognizable by appear- 
ing in tiny oily ridges. Wash affected parts thoroughly, 
but don’t scrub, with laundry soap and let dry. Con- 
tarninated clothes should also be cleaned as soon as 
possible, for the oil from the ivy will cling to clothes 
long after the summer is gone and snow is on the 
ground once again.” ‘

UP IN SMOKE 

A.l of us who smoke should pay the most care- 
ful heec to what happens when there is careless dis- 
posal of the cigars, cigarettes and the ashes from 
pipes. The Ontario Fire Marshal, who keeps a careful 
record of such things, reports that in 1958, 9,973 
(count them) fires carne from smoking and there 
were an additional 845 fires from matches, some of 
which would be attributable to the carelessness of 
smokers. 

The dollar loss from these two kinds of fires was 
more than $2,000,000 so it behooves all of us to be 
rnore careful. 

Tt is also a fact that tragedy often results from 
fires caused by careless disposal of lighted cigarettes 
and such things. Only the other week a woman and 
three children were burned to death or smothered 
because of such a fire, according to all accounts. 

Electricity and electrical appliances between 
them are the second largest number, but well below 
the number caused by smoking and matches. The 
number of fires from electricity and electrical ap- 
Pliances is slightly over 3,000, and the loss was well 
over $3,000,000, 

There also, in Ontario, were more than 3,300 
fires from unknown causes. Here the loss from “un- 
known” was the greatest of all — more than $17,- 
000,000,

New Drugs in Treatment 
Of High Blood Pressure 

During the past few weeks I have 
recelyed a number of inquiries from 
readers about one of the newer drugs 
used in the treatment of high blood 
pressure and heart disease. It is 
called Hydrochlorothiazide. 

Patients ho have had high blood 
pressure of years probably recall 
that at first they could only look 
forward to relief from taking the) 
drugs in the barbital family, During] 
the past few years great advances 
haye been made in drug therapy. 
We can do more than tell patients 
to “learn to live with their high 
blood pressure.” 

We have drugs that can help in 
lowering the pressure in at least) 
50 per cent of patients. Undoubt- 
edly we thus help prolong lives. | 

Patients who have been helped by| 
much newer remedies as reserpine, 
Apresoline—and now the chloroth- 
iazide drugs—will attest to their 
effectiveness, 

True, they sometimes complain of 
side-affects such as depression, 
nose—stuffiness, dry-mouth, consti- 
pation. But the overall improve- 
ment is certtainly worth these oc- 
casion side affects. Besides, rug 
companies keep coming out with 
new refinements of these drugs 
which lessen the probability of un- 
comfortable complications, 

The other day, I met a man who 
had been unaccountably depressed 
for weeks. Investigation showed it 
was due to taking large doses of res- 
erpine for months without the sup- 
ervision of his physician, After dis- 
continuing the drug he came out 
of his depression. 

Better remember this — the new- 
er drugs have great potentialities 
for good in controlling high blood) 
pressure; but they may do you harm| 
if taken without supervision. If 
you can't get to your physician for 
regular checkups it would be safer) 
to stop the medication until you} 
can see him. | 
PROBLEM HEADACHES | 

A man complained of headaches.| 
“I can’t understand it,” he said. “I, 
can go for weeks feeling all right. | 
Then bang! I'm knocked out for a) 
few days by the worst headache ev-| 
er suffered by man or beast. I'm| 
miserable. I’ve taken aspirin and al 
lot of other medicine, But nothing) 
seems to help. It seems it has toj| 
wear off.”

His father had 
had similar attacks. So had poth| 
his grandparents. Yet, he had nev-| 
er thought of the possibility of mi-) 
graine. |

he could relax, His headaches) 
lessened when he was made to} 
realize that his trouble was due 
to maladjustment to his work.

| girl who has an iron deficiency 
|} anemia. A man’who has too many 
red blood corpuscles (polyeythe- 
mia). |

that upsets the human being, has! 
causes. It is true that an’ 
aspirin is all that is 
mecessary for some headaches. | 

However, recurring discomforts 
deserve the best in diagnosis. If 
you reach for the aspirin bottle 
daily, betler give your doctor a 
chance to look you over.

Al) that is needed 
is to keep in mind a few impor- 
tant points. 

First, in moving anything wheth- 
er it is petunias out of a flat or a 
three year old maple or apple tree, 
don't expose the roots to the air | 
for 2 moment longer than absolu- 
tely necessary. Sun and air will 
kill roots. that's why nature puts 
them below ground. 

Second, spread out the roots and 
cover with fine soil and press down 
firmly.

TRILLIUM TRIP 
Each fall there is a big ‘to-do’ about colour tours 


through the Haliburton Highlands and hundreds of 
people take off at the height of the autumn jandecane 
spectacle to enjoy the colourful panoramas which are 
to be had from any hilltop- Neyer publicized but 
equally as beautiful in many respects, is the highland 
landscape at the peak of the trillium season which is 
right now. 

Driving through the north country these days 
one is almost compelled to stop here and there to 
drink in the beauty of the seas of white trilliums blow- 
ing to and fro in the soft spring breeze. St. Matthew 
must have witnessed something like this before he 

_ wrote (6th Chapter, verses 28-29): “And why take ye 
thought for raiment? Consider-the lillies of the field, 
how they grow; they toil not, neither do they spin: 
And yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one of these.” 

A trillium trip into the highlands each spring 
would have a tonic effect on many people whose con- 
tact with nature had been restricted during the winter 
months. And long treks from the roadside would 
not be necessary because one can pull off the highway 
at almost any point and be confronted with a vision of 
white beauty. On the other hand, those who do 
stop would probably be inclined to explore beyond the 
immediate area. 


NEW JOB CLASSIFICATION: “NONWORK” 

A new job classification has sprung up in the 
United States and, although not so widely publicized, 
is probably existent in Canada to an equal degree 
on a proportionate basis. It is headed “nonwork” 
which means in effect that money is received without 
actually working tor it, 

“Not working”, says Fortune magazine, “is the 
fastest growing occupation in the U-S. today. In fact, 
nonwork is becoming an increasingly attractive pas- 
time. The number of non-workers has roughly dou- 

.. bled in the past decade and might well double again 
by -1970.” 
: Going on to explain further, the magazine states, 
* quote: 

“Due to payments from social security, life in- 
surance, private pensions, federal programs, state 
and local programs, dividends, interest and rent, some- 
thing like 15 per cent of all personal income being 
paid out today is for nonwork. 

“The ranks of the nonworkers have swelled by 
almost three million during the past decade. In 1949 
there were 2,700,000 able-bodied Americans over four- 
teen who were not working or looking for work, not 
going to school and not keeping house. Today there 
are about 5,506,000 persons over fourteen who are 
doing none of these things, and a sizeable number of 
them appear to have resources that enable them to 
“not work” fairly early in life, about 1,500,000 of them 
are under sixty-five. 

“The remaining 4-million, says Fortune in a re- 
port on what it calls ‘‘the new rentier class,” are pre- 
dominantly retired men. In all, there are 7-million 
men in the U.S. over 65, of whom 2,200,000 are still 
working (anda a half a million are considered dis- 
abled rather than retired). Of the 8-million women 
over 65, 6,500,000 are listed as ‘‘keeping house’ — 
and more than a million are employed.” 


WEED CUTTING TIME 

There’s one thing the continuing wet weather is 
doing for the town and district and that is produce an 
abundance of weeds. Of course weeds really don’t 
“need rain’to thrive but it does tend to make them big- 
ger. It does something else too, — it makes them 
easier to get rid of on the small plot and by the safest 
and most effective means--yanking them out by the 
roots. This, however, is not practical on the larger 
lot and sprays, cultivation, etc, are resorted to for 
large-scale removal. In the cases where sprays are 
to-be- used care is required to ensure safe handling. 

Weeds, some of them at least, are among the 
most prolific of plants. They multiply faster than 
useful plants and they demand a continuing assault if 
they are to be controlled, let alone erradicated. 

Lindsay has lost two men in recent times. who 
took an active interest in keeping weeds under control 
within the town. The late Russell Lamb, as coun- 
cillor took the weed inspection job in tow, succeeding 
the late Richard Butler who was exacting in his de- 
mand that property owners keep weeds in check. 
Who will succeed Mr. Lamb js not yet known but the 
town’s weed crop isn’t waiting for the appointment to 
be made... They're forging right ahead! Action 
is needed on the weed front.

BBC's General Overseas Service programme ‘‘New 
Ideas” Adrian Thomas deseribed a new device, with the 
apt name of the “Iushbox’’, which has been produced 
by a British firm of office equipment manufacturers, 
with the aim of attacking noise at the source. “The 
Hushbox", said Thomas, “is an acoustic cabinet con- 
sisting of 2-inch thick sound-absorbing material held 
in a timber framework. Like three sides of a box, with 
a baffle board running across the top, the cabinet 
forms a screen round the machine, shielding it at the 
back, on the sides and from above. The operator, who 
sits outside the line of the top baffle, also acts as a 
partial shield. When the machine is working much of 
the source noise is absorbed by the acoutically treated 
framework and the volume softened before it spreads 
out into the office”. 

The “Hushbox” has a 5-foot fluorescent working 
light concealed behind the top baffle. The standard 
size is 6 foot 2 inches long by 5 foot 3 inches high and 
3 foot 5 inches deep, finished in oak veneer or mahog- 
any, but special models of any dimension can be made, 
and assembly is simple. Naturally the ‘““Hushbox” can- 
not absorb all the noise made by a machine, but the 
loudness level at source is more than halved, with a 
proportioned reduction of reverberant sound,

IN EVERY WAY PLAY IT SAFE! 

“In every way, play it safe?” is the warning which 
prefaces a list of fishing safety ‘musts’ listed in 
the 1959 “Summary of the Ontario Fishing Regula- 
tions” issued by the Départment of Lands and Forests: 
Here they are: > 

Land fish carefully! Keep a landing net handy-- 
and use it. Otherwise your hand may slip on the slimy 
fish and run afoul of a triple-barb hook, with painful 
results, far from a doctor. Use a heavy glove and long- 
nose pliers when removing hooks from ‘‘muskies’” and 
other such fish. 

Cast clear of other anglers! Learn the overhead 
pait-cast. It’s accurate, effortless, safe! Casting bait 
by the “side-winder” method is for when you're alone! 

It's dangerous, of course, to fly-cast directly over- 
head--a puff of wind may blow the hooked fly in your 
face. Most fly casters use a “three-quarters” cast 
keeps the line to one side a bit, though, so be sure your 
companions are safe on your other side! 

Fish only from a firm footing! To fish from a slip- 
pery rock or log is to invite disaster; avoid the loose, 
slippery kind. Test them out with your feet before you 
mount them--if they don’t “feel good’, seek firmer 
footing. Take your time--and move about slowly! 

Wade streams with care! Never chase a running 
fish unless you know the stream and its bottom beyond 
peradventure. A hidden log or rock, a hole, soft sand 
or sudden drop-off, and you're down--and sometime 
you won't come up! Just be sure your line has plenty 
of backing to cope with a trout’s rushes, and stand 
still. No fish is worth an accident.

WHAT'S HAPPENING TO OUR IMMIGRATION? 

Figures released by the Department of Immigra- 
tion in Ottawa show that total immigration in the first 
quarter of this year was more than twenty-six per cent 
lower than for the corresponding period of last year at 
16,955 as compared with 21,243. First quarter influx 
of new Canadians was at the annual rate of only 
68,000, a negligible figure in the light of Canada's immi- 
gration requirements. 

It is true that conditions in the United Kingdom, 
and certain other countries whence immigration has 
been coming in fecent years, have been improving. It 
is also true that, particularly in Great Britain, Canada 
has been getting a bad press vis-a-vis its attractions 
for immigrants. The fact remains, however, that the 
government in Ottawa must be held responsible, at 
Jeast in part, for this distressing immigration record. 
What has been done to overcome the bad press in the 
U.K.—where immigration in the first quarter of 1959 
dropped by well over 50 per cent to 2,240 from 4,912— 
and what is heing done to attract more immigration 
from there and from elsewhere? 


At this particular juncture, population is of per- 
haps greater importance to Canada than at any other 
time in ifs history. Manufacturers in the country are 
steadily losing their home market at a time when they 
are being hard pressed to maintain even a token export 
market. It is about time that the Department of Trade 
and Commerce and the Department of Immigration 
get together on this pressing need for an increased 
population. —The Financial Times

ing we permit governments to do on our behalf. For 
some reason the terms “budget deficit” and ‘deficit 
financing” cause no worry or pain—except perhaps 
to economists and the like, who understand the im- 
plications more fully than most, including the cer- 
tainty that in these times there is the added penalty 
of more inflation. é 

A story in the New York Times puts it in terms 
that the layman can understand: ‘When the federal 
government spends $1,000,000,000 and finances it the 
hard, unpopular way — by taxation — it costs the 
average family about $20 ... when the government 
raises the $1,000,000,000 the ‘easy’, popular way — 
by borrowing it — the resultant dose of inflation can 
cost the same family up to $40 a year in higher living 
costs for years to come’. 

These are American figures, of course. But the 
same mathematics would apply in Canada, with the 
great difference that since there are about ten times 
as many families in the U.S. as in Canada our costs 
per average family would be that much higher — 
about $200 when the $1,000,000,000 is . financed 
through taxation, or up to $400 per year for years 
to come if it is financed through borrowing. 

Apart from the hidden cost that inflation will 
add because of this deficit financing there is the direct 
cost of the rental of the money- Five years ago the 
federal public debt cost the taxpayers $9.1 million a 
week. Last year it was up to $11.6 million a week. It 
will go higher through this present year. 

The “easy” way, indeed!

Ottawa, May 26, 1959—Birdsfoot 
trefoil may be the answer to the 
Eastern Canadian Agrnomist's 
prayer, a legume that doesn't cause 
bloat, can withstand grazing and) 
maintains good growth over a long 
period. 

Dr. J. E. R. Greenshields of the 
Genetics and Plant Breeding In- 
stitute, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, says the Broadleaved 
Birdsfoot Trefoil appears to ve 
the most promising of all the new 


pasture species introduced into 
Eastern Canada during the last 
25 years. i 


The legume persists longer than 
alfalfa on most soils and grows 
very well on wet, heavy soils that 
fail to maintain stands of alfalfa. 

In a pasture test at Ottawa iu- 
volving mixtures of trefoil and 
brome, and alfalfa and brome, the 
trefoil maintained its original 
stand over three years while the 
alfalfa thinned from 75 per cent 
25 per cent stand. 

The varieties of trefoi] available 
are either of the pasture types, 
which are shorter and slower grow- 
ing, or the hay type, which grow 
taller and faster. Of the pasture 
type, Empire is slow growing and 
very hardy. Some stands of this 
variety are more than ten years 
old and are still producing well. 
Recommended for long-term pas- 
ture is a mixture of 5 pounds each 
of Climax timothy and Empire tre

The hold that unions have over} 
present day industry was referred | 
to during a hearing of a private 
complaint which came before Magi- 
strate R. I. Moore in court here 
on Friday.

Ltd. Cambridge Street north. The 
complainant - - Mr. Charles Mc-| 
Dmoyle, 20, an employee of the 
firm - - had charged that Mr. Gore 
had shouted at him “I'l kill you, I 
will kill you, you have cigned your! 


own death warrant and I mean it.”)

Mr, Gore, facmg a cuarze of un-| 
lawfully threatening the complain-| 
ant entered a plea of not guilty. In 


tendent agreed he had used the} 
words “I will kill you” in a fit of 
temper. He said he had been in a 
severe nervous state because of a 
“cold war” campaign being conduct- 
ed by the union. He said the term 
“cold war’ was a term well known in 
union circles. 

Continuing, Mr. Gore said he had| 
uttered the remarks on the morning!

FLYING UP 

Those who witnessed the “flying up” ceremony 
in Victoria Park last night were impressed with the 
display put on by the town’s Brownies and Girl Guides 
from the standpoint of numbers, discipline and general 
deportment.

NO MEDAL FOR HUMOR 

“There were no entries for the Leacock Medal 
for Humor this year.” 

This announcement by the Governor-General’s 
Awards Board is disheartening. The Leacock Medal 
was established in 1946 by the Stephen Leacock 
Associates of the Town of Orillia as a memorial to 
Canada’s greatest humorist, and to encourage humor- 
ous writing. The fact that no candidate could be 
found for it this year points up a fact which has long 
been apparent — that, whatever progress Canadian 
literature has been making in other directions, it is 
now sorely deficient in humor. 

It is hard to understand why this should be so. 
Canada has a long tradition of literary humor, going 
back to Thomas Chandler Haliburton whose The 
Clockmaker; or The Sayins and Doings of Sam Slick 
of Slickville, published in 1836, was the first Canadian 
book to win international acclaim, and the original 
of the whole cast school of North American dialect 
stories. Stephen Leacock himself was a fine flower 
of this tradition, but since his death in 1944 the 
stream seems to have run dry. Not only are few 
humorous works written today, but what there is 
tend more and more to be of a forced, mechanical 
quality. 

This is a grievous lack. Canadians have the 
reputation of being a rather dour, self-righteous people; 
and this reputation is not wholly undeserved. More 
than most other nations, we need humorists and satir- 
ists fo make us laugh at ourselyes and prick the 
bubbles of our conceit.

I realize that many persons have 
had their doctors for 20, 30 or 
40 years — and have never thought 
of a change. But there are plenty 
of the other kind. For some rea- 
sin, well-merited or not — they go} 
shopping for doctors as they do| 
for a new hat or suit. Why? ~{ 

I am on guard whenever a new 
patient comes to my office and 
says something like this: “Doctor 
XX used to be my doctor, but I've 
left to him to come under your 
care. He's not understanding. He | 
doesn’t give you any time. Also, | 
I think he's mercenary.” 

Another will say: “He doesn't 
make night calls,» or “He keeps 
you waiting in his office for hours.” 
or “He doesn’t take the same in-| 
lerest in me he did years ago.”|

MAKE CHIMNEYS SAFE 
SAYS SAFETY EXPERT 


An awareness of potential haz- 
ards, and the avoiding of accidents 
resulting from them haye become 
an important part of farm man- 
agement — both in the farm home 
and on the farm itself, states H. E. 
Wright, Farm Safety Specialist 
with the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, who estimates that 
one-quarter of the fatal accidents 
in farm homes are caused by fire. 


“Some of these life and property 
losses can't be prevented,” says the 
safety authority. “Some farmers 
are too far away from neighbors 
fire departments, sometimes | 
water supplies run short or poor) 
alarm systers limit control once! 
fires get started. Bul we can try 
to correct some of the main fire 
hazards.” 

“Take chimneys for instance. 
Many people don’t realize that ac- 
cumulated soot and creosote inside 
chimneys will burn. A hot fire may | 
cause them to catch fire and throw 
sparks out onto the roof. Thin- | 


walled or cracked chimneys may 
let enough heat throug to set fire! 
to the wood of the buildings.” | 

To prevent fhese situations, 
Wright suggests: “Clean the heavy 
deposits of soot and creosote from 
inside chimneys at least once a year 
Make chimney walls 4 inches thick!

USE YOUR HEAD, DON’T ABUSE YOUR EYES 

Summertime means long days, vacation days, 
days in which people are exposed to brilliant sun- 
shine for long periods of time. It is therefore a good 
time to think about protecting the eyes from pos- 
sible harmful effects of exposure to strong sunlight. 
The Canadian Association of Optometrists calls at- 
tention to this fact and observes that “Considering 
how important good eyesight is, it is amazing how 
careless people are in the care of their eyes. They 
do not stop to think that good eyesight depends on 
a delicate mechanism which must work properly and 
in perfect harmony.” 

“For instance,’ the association goes on to say 
“anyone who drives to the beach and is exposed to 
intense light may suffer some temporary night blind- 
ness, which could cause an accident when he drives 
home that same night. This is caused by the bleach- 
ing out of the visual purple at the back of the eye. 

“That is why fighter and bomber plane pilots 
going on night missions, wear dark glasses the 
day before. And it makes good sense to suggest that 
when you take the family to the beach you should 
wear dark glasses during the brilliant part of the day. 
A temporary bleaching of the visual purple is not 
permanently harmful, but it reduces night vision 
enough to be potentially dangerous in driving a car. 

“A trick that will help out on long vacation drives 
ts to move the eyes frequently. A driver who keeps his 
eyes fixed on the road ahead for mile after mile, 
quickly becomes sleepy and may actually doze, with 
disastrous results. 

“Byes actually become less tired if they are moved 
regularly from side to side and up and down while 
you are driving. Also, by using your eyes in this 
way, you extend your field of vision.” 

Yes, it is important to wear sunglasses for eye 
protection. It is equally important to buy sunglasses 
which meet your individual requirements. 


OLD NEWSPAPERS RECORD HISTORY .... 

Since the time the first newspaper was printed, 
the field of communication has altered greatly and 
Many attempts have been made to supplant the printed 
word. Needelss to say they have all been unsuccess- 
ful and it wouldn’t require special prophetic powers to 
safely predict that they never will succeed. The rea- 
son for this is simple: the printed word lasts, it has an 
enduring quality not found in other media. In fact, 
the function of a newspaper might well be considered 
to be of a historical nature... It deals with current 
history in news form and this in turn becomes a form 
of historical record with the passage of time. 

This fact was brought home. with the receipt of 
two old papers, found by Lindsay residents this week. 
One of these was “The Weekly Globe” and the other 
“The Canadian Post’, predecessor to’ “The Lindsay 
Daily Post” and “The Thursday Post’. Mr. and Mrs. 
Raymond Patton, the finders, have loaned them for 
study. 

Two items of historical interest to the community 
were contained in these papers. In “The Weekly 
Globe” (1876), an item noting the opening of the Vic- 
toria Railway appeared. “The Victoria Railway”, it 
reported. “was opened yesterday (Nov. 9th) from 
Lindsay to Kinmount, a distance of 33 miles, over which 
the train passed in little more than an hour, The road 
is in excellent condition, and the proceedings connected 
with the opening of the line passed off in the most 
satisfactory manner.” “The Canadian Post” of March 
2nd, 1877, records the renaming of Victoria Road Sta- 
tion. Ata public meeting held there the week previous 
it was resolved to call this thriving place “Victoria 
Town”, and to notify the papers accordingly. Here 
indeed is an historical item of interest . . . Victoria 
Town has been referred to as Victoria Road for many 
years whereas, according to the article, it should be 
called “Victoria Town”. 

These ilustrations serve to show the lasting qual- 
ties of a newspaper and their endusing value to a 
community or district, The newly-formed Victoria 
County Historical Society will no doubt find help in 
establshing certain data through the medium of old 
newspapers, especially those published in this district. 
A special] section may be reserved for the preservation 
of historical newspapers. 


A RECURRING AND CONTINUING PROBLEM 

This ‘district has been fortunate this spring in- 
sofar as.bush fires are concerned. There have been 
some but not nearly so many as might have been 
recorded had the season been drier. The heavy and 
frequent rains have done a lot toward keeping the 
fire hazard at a minimum. In spite of this it is 
surprising how quickly wooded areas dry out after 
a shower and how rapidly the fire hazard rating rises 
following a few days very warm weather. 

The Dept. of Lands and Forests reminds people 
tnat the danger of a forest fire is always present 
in the warm weather months and one of the greatest 
single contributing factors seems to be careless smok- 
ing, followed closely by campers who do not make 
sure their fires are out before moving on. 

Anyone who has travelled through an area when 
a fire was in progress knows something of the great 
loss incurred in timber and wildlife, They are aware 
of the desolation which a bush fire causes and of 
the fact that it takes years to regrow trees seared by 
fire. For them observing fire prevention rules is no 
hardship and they will no doubt be among the first 
to endorse such suggestions as are advanced by 
Forest Protection Supervisor Walter Kitt of Lind- 
say. The suggestions are simple, easy to follow and 
can contribute greatly to keeping bush fires at a 
minimum. Here they are: 

1, Do not throw smoking material from cars at any 
time. Use your ash tray. 

2. Do not smoke while walking in the woods. If you 
must smoke stop and do so. 

3, Extinguish smoking material before continuing on 
your journey. 
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4. Break your match in two before discarding it, FORAanh ol

President issues appeal 
for pioneer articles 


Jesuit Priest 


recalls role 


Jesuits played in having 


pioneer his 


The opening of this county's first, 
museum is scheduled for Mon- 
day morning. This was announced 
by President Dan McQuarrie, the 
man who ploneered the idea of a 
historical society, at the Victoria 
County Historical Society's first 
banquet. The banquet was a well 
attended affair held in Queen St. 
United Church Hall last week and 
the guest speaker was Rev. Father 
Caffrey. 

OF EARLY DAYS 

Mr. McQuarrie said he hoped that 
people would donate any antiques 
representative of the old pioneer life 
in Canada and this district. He sald 


he thought many of the country} 


people would be able to supply int- 
eresting relics of the old crafts and 
farm implements that were made 
and used in bygone days. He remind- 
ed his audience of the days when 
water had to be carried into the 
houses and when water had to be 
heated on stoves. The housewives 
had to make their own soap and he 
drew a comparison with the pres- 
ent days when soap, soap and more 
soap is constantly advertised on 
Television. The only way that we 
can know of the ancient history of 
Canada is from old Diaries kept in 
pioneer days, he remarked, and he 
then quoted some items from a diary, 
kept on loose leaves, written by a 
Mr. Aaron who lived from 1841 to 
1931. This diary was handed to 
Aaron’s nephew, Morgan, with the 
request that he would use as much 
as he could to record events that 
were now past and gone. He was 
proud of his family name and proud 
of Canada, and much that he has 
written is of immense value now 
from a historical point of view. Mr. 
McQuarrie went on to say that he! 
had in his house a lot of antiques) 
which he had acquired from time to 
time that not many people present 
would know how to use, or what 
they were made for. These old diar- 
ies gave a picture of farms in the 
days when the work was simple, be- 
fore the present industrial era ar-| 
rived. He said that the Women’s In-| 
stitutes all over the country were 
doing a valuable work in collecting 
and recording all they could about 
their own districts, Children of the 
future would be able to read and 
Jearn past history from them. He 
zaid he would lke to have a copy 
of this locality if any Institute would 
donate a copy for the Museum. He 
was pleased and proud to meet all the 
people present who were obviousuy 
interested in this work. He hoped 
that the Museum would eventually 
pe one of the finest in Ontario. 

Father C. J. Carroli then spoke a 
few brief words and introduced the 
speaker, Father Caffery, who is a 
member of the Jesuit Society. He 
said that Father Caffery was just 
the right person to speak at a func- 
tion such as this as he Is also a) 
member of the Ontario Historical 
Sites Board 

THE JESUITS’ ROLE 

Father Caffery said he was very 
pleased to be invited to speak to the 
Soclety but that he was a little 

troubled as to what topic he would 
speak on. Many people he declared, 
say that it was difficult to get a 
speaker for a meeting, put “I think 
it is more difficult to get an audience 
to speak to, and I feel honoured to 
be speaking to so many as are pres- 
ent at this meeting.” 

Although a member of the Ont- 
ario Historical Sites Board, a posi- 
tion which he found very pleasing 
and instructive, he said he was not 
a historian, and thought he would 
like to say a few words on the Jes- 
uit “Relations” to Canadian History. 
Many Jesuits were sent all over the 
World and they wrote back their ex- 
periences to the Pope, and so histor- 
jes were compiled from these let- 
ters, he disclosed. He recalled that) 
some came to New France to convert 
the Indians’ and lived with them 
through the winters and wrote their 
daily events and sent them back to 
St. Ignatius, not with any idea of 
thelr accounts being published, “but 
from these letters we know the his- 
tory of the early settlers.” 

A Father Lejeune, he told his aud- 
fence, came to Quebec and sent 
many anecdotes which were first 
printed In the Fall of 1632. In 
1633 and 1634 these publications 
were put into chapters and from 
them emigration from Old France 
to New France was encouraged. 
There was plenty of wood and iron 
to be found in Canada so the work- 
ers in those produucts found plenty 
to do, and so Old France persuaded

‘These documents were the “relat- 
ings" of the Jesults and are the 
foundations upon which the com- 
plete histories of New Frince are 
founded. In talking about them- 
selves, the Jesuits made the history 
of the early days. Not only history, 
but they related a description of the 
countryside, and its wild life, and 
tihs was done in the midst of a sav- 
age people often at the risk of their 
lives. St. John of Quebec came to 
Canada not knowing of the hard 
winters and spent a winter with 
some travelling Indians.

COME TO THINK OF IT, IT'S NOT AT ALL GOOD 

We are pleased to note that some members of the 
community are interested in the welfare of people 
coming into Lindsay by water to the extent of suggest- 
ing certain riverfront improvements, When you come 
to think of it, the absence of certain facilities, toilet, 
drinking water supply, etc. in the vicinity of McDon- 
nell Park which is visited by many people, transient 
and local, is not at all good. 

For years we have been doing pretty much the 
same thing with our tourist potential as the safety 
people have been doing about the highways casualty 
list... talking about it but not really taking effective 
action. Now, with the town completely by-passed 
and much of the travelling public circumventing it 
entirely, if we hope to draw people in, something more 
than talking will be necessary. Obviously, we possess 
one natural attraction whose potential hasn’t even 
been tapped and that is the river which winds its way 
through the town and carries the voyager through 
some scenically interesting territory. Wouldn’t it be 
wise, then, to make the most of this natural asset by 
having special attractions in Lindsay which will appeal 
to those who use the Trent waterway? 

Here’s a project for the Chamber of Commerce 
in co-operation with the affected municipal and federal 
authorities. Why couldn’t we get the ball rolling in 
time for the upcoming tourist season? None of the 
items needing immediate attention should require ex- 
tensive exploratory work or cash outlay.

WHAT SHOULD BE DONE ABOUT TAXES? 

Taxes bear down heavily on all Canadians these 
days. If you add up what Canadians pay out in per- 
sonal income iaxes, plus all the indirect and hidden 
taxes wrapped up in the price of goods and service, it 
would amount to about a third of every dollar earned: 

Now while it is true that one of the reasons for 
our present high rate of taxation is because of what 
we spend on defence, the money being spent for or- 
dinary government affairs and for welfare purposes 
has been on the increase. 

The Chamber of Commerce movement believes 
that the main hope for easing the tax burden depends 
on two things — less government spending, and a 
continuing rise in our national productivity. 

As for government spending—less of it is the surest 
way of reducing the tax burden. The Chamber he- 
lieves this calls for action both on the part of the 
individual citizen and the government. People should 
call a halt to demands for new services and more 
handouts, realizing that they will have, to pay for it 
through increased taxation sooner or later. Govern- 
ment should see that no new spending is added to its 
already heavy fixed overhead. Parliamentary com- 
mittees should keep a close watch on government 
activities to ensure economy ‘in spending and effi- 
ciency in administration. 

One of the most effective ways to increase our 
national productivity is to provide incentives for in- 
dividuals and for business. This can he done by work- 
ing out a long-range plan for lower income tax 
rates — both personal and corporate, a plan which 
can be put into effect as soon as economic and budget 
conditions permit. Tax rates now are so high that 
they blunt the incentive of industry to operate effi- 
ciently and also of individuals to save. Pxperience has 
shown that frequently a lowering of tax rates can 
actually increase tax revenues, because it encourages 
more activity by both individuals and corporations. 
The Chamber, in its policy on public finance and tax- 
ation, believes that government should work to relieve 
further the burden of double taxation of income on 
profits in the hands of corporations and also on dividend 
income of shareholders. The Chamber Is also con- 
cerned that all business, regardless of ownership, 


whether corporation or co-operative enterprise and 
whether privately, publicly or governmentally owned 
should make its full contribution to the tax revenue 
of the country.

Claims bald men 
less cancer prone 


London, June 17 —-UPI—A Brit- 
ish doctor claims bald men get can- 
cer less often than those with thick 
hair. 

Cambridge Health Officer Dr. Oy- 
ri} G, Eastwood theorized In today's 
issue of “’The Medical Press” that 
men who have thick hair which has 
turned grey or white are even more 
likely to get cancer than those with 
thick hair of a “normal” color, 

He said he checked records of 100 
cases of male deaths from cancer 
and found 70 per cent had grey or 
white hair, 40 per cent had hair 
thicker than the average. and only 
18 per cent had hair thinner than 
the average. 

The “average” was adjusted for 
the patients’ age, he said. 

“This suggests that retention of 
heir and good growth of hair and 
the occurrence of cancer are in some 
way related,” he said,

sexes. There are over 2,000 people 
over 60 years of age in the dis- 
trict and he felt that the recrea~ 
tion department should assist In 
arranging programs for the older 
people through the Community 
Programs Branch, He said this | 
was not, the right time of the year 
to commence a club, but he felt 
that a meeting should be arrang~ 
ed in the fall to discuss a pro- 
gram for the future. He then in- 
troduced Miss H. Carr, Assistant 
Advisor for Program for Older 
People’ Clubs, who had come from 
Toronto to address the meeting. 

Miss Carr said that old people 
are inclined to Jose interest in 
things around them when they are 
not in a club. “If,” she declared, 
“we want our older citizens to 
“stay alive’, then their own club 
is the answer. We are inclined to 
reject the old people and tell them 
“Don't do this” or “Don't do that” 
in case they do themselves some 
harm and so on. I feel that older 
people know when they have reach- 
ed their limits and would not go 
on if they felt it would be harm- 
ful to them, and in their own 
clubs they could do things amongst 
themselves that were suitable for 
their ages.” She said there were 
four main reasons for such a club, 
1. Security, 2. Response, 3, Recog- 
nition, 4. Adventure. 

A club, she stated, can provide 
security by helping with informa- 
tion about such things as medi- 
ca] help, housing, etc. It could also 
supply employment services for 
part time work, and so on. 

Response would include affection 
and understanding which all older 
people need. They like to talk 
over things with people who would 
listen, a thing they cannot often 
find at home. They make friends 
with folks of their age and they 
are more inclined to open up and 
chat freely with such friends. 

Recognition is another need as 
older people like to be known and 
addressed as Mr. or Mr. So-and- 
so and not just referred to as 
“Gran'pa” or “Granny” and the 
club supplies these. 

Adventure sounds strange for old- 
er folks, she remarked, but bus 
trips and outings arranged for clubs 
could be quite an adventure for 
People who have been too busy 
during their lives to go far away 
from their work. Painting, handi- 
crafts and such like hobbies could 
be the subject of talks to them, 
and might lead to classes in these 
subjects, and so hidden talent is 
discovered. Games also are agreat 
help, and there is a need for the 
older people to help in commun- 
ity work. Facilities would be re- 
quired for such a club such as a 
room with a cosy atmosphere, 
toilets on the same floor, good 
heating, lighting and acoustics, and 
the mean for providing tea or cof- 
fee, as this was a great comfort 
to the older people. If a kitchen 
was not available a two burner} 
hotplate on a table behind a screen 
would do. All this, of course, woud 
require financing, but Miss Carr 
said, it had been found that spon- 
sors could be forthcoming who 
would guarantee the required 
amount, which was afterwards col- 
lected by the sale of refreshments 
or small fees from the club mem- 
bers, Special events could be ar- 
ranged to flance clubs and the sale 
of any articles made in the handi- 
craft, classes which might be held. 
Variety shown held by the older 
people themselves had also proved 
remunerative in other clubs. There 
would be a need to help to get

MR FROST IS RIGHT 

Premier Leslie Frost was quite right in taking the 
CBC to task for its coverage of the Ontario election. 
Many people who watched the telecast in its early 
stages (that stage wherein people tend to jump to 
conclusions) claim they were given the impression 
that the Liberal party was either winning or making 
spectacular gains and that the CCF was making a 
good show. Some of these people were highly in- 
dignant when it became apparent that such was not 
the case... They didn’t like what they alleged was a 
slanted presentation of the news: 

It is not the first time that people have found fault 
with CBC's telecasts nor will it be the last, if the pre- 
sent powerful propaganda machine is allowed to con- 
tinue to operate as it now does. 

There is evidence to support claims that the 
CBC doesn’t operate in the public interests to the ex- 
tent that it was expected it would. Over the past few 
years of its telecasting career, there have been many 
glaring examples of none-too-subtle propaganda flash- 
ed across television screens. Perpetrated by pri- 
vately-owned and operated television stations which 
are ‘reachable’ by the viewing public, the reaction to 
such telecasts would have caused at least severe repri- 
mands in the editorial section if not some actual top- 
pling of heads. 

Canadians must have been amazed to learn the 
other day that some television performers were in the 
same salary bracket as the Premier of Canada--$35,000 
annually. How many people have you seen on your 
tv. screen who were performing on behalf of CBC-TV 
to whom you would be willing to pay more than the 
prevailing salary for competent employees in a position 
requiring comparable capabilities? A lot of people 
tend to regard CBC telecasts as a gift from the gods 
but actually they (the people) are gods of finance 
in this case ... They are the geese who are laying the 
golden eggs the CBC barters for a lot of humbug 
which even the viewers can’t stand to look at much 
of the time. 

Mr. Frost is right. It is time the CBC got out of 
the broadcasting and telecasting business: There is 
very real danger in giving any government agency the 
power of disseminating news or to otherwise spread 
subtle and none-too-subtle propaganda by means of 
such mass media. 

Those who would advocate allowing the CBC to 
continue its operations on the basis of the quality of 
programs it has produced in the past would have a 
poor case to present. Think back ...How many truly 
entertaining programs has CBC-TV produced on its 
own? Which is easier to recall--the number of pro- 
grams which made you feel good or the times without 
end you got the urge to get rid of the T.V. set? 


THIS ISN'T GOOD ENOUGH. 
BY ANY STRETCH OF THE IMAGINATION! 

At 10:30 p.m. on election night, the District Re- 
turning Officer for this riding did not have an election 
returns total and he announced at that time that 
there wouldn’t be any total figure available until the 
next day. This is an extremely unusual development 
and one which shouldn’t be permitted to occur in an- 
other election. 

The fact that no total was available was con- 
tributed to by the fact that many Deputy-Returning 
Officers made the job of the Returning Officer doubly 


difficult by not getting in touch with him immediately 


after the ballots had been counted. In several in- 
stances they are alleged to have taken the results 
of the polls in their charge to the Progressive Con- 
servative Committee Rooms, eventually getting around 
to letting the Returning Officer have them. 

This. if the allegation is well-founded, is not good 
enough by an stretch of the imagination! It shows 
a serious weakness in our election system at this 
level which’ should be corrected immediately and 
which should be double checked at the outset of an- 
other campaign to ensure that it does not occur 
again. 

The implications behind a loose system of hand- 
ling election returns are serious. For one thing it 
implies that the Returning Officer, instead of being 
the most vita] figure in compiling the returns on an 
official basis, as most people believe him to be, is a 
secondary consideration with the individual party 
taking precedence. If such a condition were allowed 
to prevail, it would make a mockery of the present 
electoral system which has enough weaknesses in 
it as it is. 

Participants in such a “wrong-way Corrigan” stunt 
couldn’t possibly plead ignorance of the Returning 
Officer’s instructions contained in his letter to all 
deputies and which reads as follows: 

“After your pol] is closed, and the results 

of your poll tabulated, please call my office 

collect immediately su the results of the elec- 

tion may be determined as soon as possible,”’ 

His telephone number is at the top of the letter- 
head. 

Now those instructions are pretty clear if the 
deputy-returning officers read them at all, but the 
fact that they were allegedly disregarded and flag- 
rantly violated suggests there is a need of a house- 
cleaning in the local electoral system. A further induce 
ment to have things kept on a prescribed basis might 
be the Introduction of a penalty clause to the act 
covering elections (if such in fact doesn’t already 
exist) which would provide a heavy fine for a deputy- 
returning officer who fails to follow instructions to 
the letter 

The outcome of an election in any given riding 
may well be considered a foregone conclusion in the 
minds o1 ardent party supporters but this shouldn't 
be interpreted as license for disregarding established 
procedure in handling returns.

ONE JOB CREATES ANOTHER 

It is hard to remember now, but fifteen years ago 
there was a good deal of pessimism about Canada’s 
economic future. The end of the war seemed in sight, 
to be sure, but to most it appeared that hard times 
would inevitably follow the boom of war times. Take 
away arms production and industrial employment 
would plummet below the 1939 levels. Or so it seemed. 

But the facts and the fears proved quite dissimilar. 
At war’s end there were 3.3 mililon Canadians with 
jobs other than on the farms. Today, even with the 
leveling-off of the past year and a half, more than 
5 mililon Canadians have jobs outside agriculture 
half as many again as at war's end. } 

Looking back we can see that over the past 
fifteen years every industry has added people to its 
payrolls — every industry, that is except agriculture, 
where increased mechanization has expanded output 
while cutting the labour force in half. The most re- 
markable performance has been in manufacturing, for 
it was the factories that were most completely involved 
with arms output and that seemed the most likely to 
suffer a post-war decline. But as so well 
known, direct employment. is manufacturing, after 
declining only slightly through 1945 and 1946, went on 
to become the dominant factor in the job picture. 
What is not so well known is the extent to which mann- 
facturing indirectly creates activity in other parts of 
the economy. A new study on this point is illuminating. 

The survey, made in nine towns in Ontario and 
Quebec that had acquired new manufacturing plans 
summed up its findings in terms of averages over the 
whole group. It was found that for each 100 new 
manufacturing jobs, employment was provided for 
117 workers in other local businesses: the number of 
retail establishments increased by three, total retail 
sales by $939,000; populatioon increased by 427, school 
attendance by 66, the number of households by 1381, 
motor vehicle registration by 187 and telephones in 
service by 393- 

These were only the direct effects. Far beyond 
the boundaries of the nine towns people would be 
at| work supplying raw materials, transportation ser- 
vices, farm products, new consumer goods, and so 
on, In any industry one joh creates another, but in 
Manufacturing one new job seems to create two or 
three others. —The Clip Sheet., 


that there was now little real force behind the Ameri- 
can threat of reprisal. 

That is the only policy Eisenhower and Dulles 
had when Russia opened the Berlin crisis; they had 
no proposal to offer, nothing but the threat of war 
if Russia turned Berlin over to Communist East Ger- 
many. 

That policy was perhaps the surest way to ask 
for war. If it had not been for Macmillan it would 
have been all they had to offer when the Foreign Min- 
ister’s Conference opened. 

That Macmillan counselled negotiation not threat 
alone, has at least bought us time. We think Mont- 
gomery’s visit to Russia was also valuable in helping 
Macmilian to gain support for his demand that Eisen- 
hower must counsel Herter to abandon the old stub- 
born Dulles’ line. 

Macmillan did not council appeasement; what He 
did was to win a new attitude by the West, principally 
in Eisenhower’s agreement to try negotiation, and not 
just to threat and defy. 

Not much will be gained at Geneva; little could 
be expected when it is realized that the Russians 
hold all the high cards: In another year, those cards 
will be so decisive the diplomats of the West will be 
lucky if they do not journey to Moscow with their 
hats in their hands. Russia will then posess such dom- 
inant power in ICBMs that a threat of SAC bomber 
attack in retaliation will have become meaningless, 
certainly not enough to deter Russia. 

We still think the Berlin criss was deliberately 


used eventually as the cause of an all-out ultimatum 
in late 1960 to the West to surrender — or else. The 
“or else” means to suffer the annihilating blasts of 
hydrogen war-heads hurled from Russian ICBM bases, 
with the West unable to reply except by bombers. 
In such an American-made situation, negotiation, 
not threat alone, at least keeps hope alive.

THE MEANEST THIEF

When people hear about something too much and 
for too long, they tend to become bored or hardened. 
This is the danger with inflation. When a danger is 
present as long as inflation has been, it may become 
difficult to think of It as only one of the familiar pro- 
blems of living—here yesterday, today and tomorrow. 

But the best answer to this temptation to be in- 
different is to remember whom it is that inflation 
hurts the most. Inflation is hardest upon those least 
able to bear it. The cruelty of inflation to'those help- 
less to fight back should haunt the mind of everyone. 

President Eisenhower put it very well in his State 
of the Union message, when he said: 

Inflation is not a Robin Hood, taking from the 
rich to give to the poor. Rather, it deals most cruelly 
with those who can least protect themselves. It strikes 
hardest those milions of our citizens whose incomes 
do not quickly rise with the cost of living: And when 
prices soar, the pensioner and the widow see their 
security undermined... .” 

There are those who have heen able to keep 
abreast of inflation, or even to get ahead of it. In 
terms of “real dollars” they are better off than they 
were. But anyone who contributes to inflation in the 
effort to keep ahead of it may be himself striking at 
those who can least protect themselves. 

The curse of inflation becomes real when it is 
brought down to plain human terms. Few indeed 
would be willing to open the purse of a poor widow, 
when she was not looking, and extract a few dollars, 
in order that he might keep ahead of inflation himself. 

Nor would he climb into the room of a pensioner 
and remove a few dollars he had just received from his 
monthly check. Yet all who add to inflation by trying 
to get ahead of it are doing just this. And the robbery 
is nonetheless real because it is done indirectly, or 
at some distance. 

Before anyone gets weary of hearing about jn- 
flation, he should remember its cruelty to the defence- 
less. So long as that is remembered, inflation can 
never be accepted. No one wants to come to terms 
with “the meanest thief.”

Bitten by dog, |Housing company presents 
proposals to Planning Bd. 


The Lindsay and Ops Township 
Planning Board heard plans out- 
lined Wednesday evening for a 
proposed subdivision consisting of 
245 homes on property on Highway 
35B, one mile north of Lindsay. 

The primary purpose of last 
night’s meeting with Planning 
Board, stated Barrister M. J. Cun- 
ningham, appearing on behalf of 
the Permanent Investment Corpor- 
ation Limited, was to ecquaint 
members with the plan for the 
proposed subdivision. 

Mr. Cunningham said the oom- 
pany was in favor of annexation, 
but he stressed that the proposed 
annexation of certain areas of Ops 
Township did not mean the com— 
pany would discard the idea of 
the subdivision if the annexation 
did not go ahead. Mra. Cunning- 
ham pointed out though, that this 
would mean the present plan would 
have to be changed somewhat. 

Mr. R. Hyde, an engineer told 
the members of the board that 
after conducting @ survey of the 
proposed subdivision, he would estl- 
mate it would cost $15,000 for ser- 
yices to the sewage disposal plant.

‘The lots, it was stated, are of a 
minimum size of 60 feet by 125 
feet. All homes proposed for the 
subdivision would be architecturally 
designed.

But I have just come across 
an interesting summary in a new 
medical magagine called “World 
Wide Abstracts of General Medi- 
cine.” The summary was made from 
an article written by C. H. Ross, MD.

“Treatment can offer the elderly!

Quick de- 
tection with prompt surgical re- 
moval followed by radiation is the 
method of choice.

Editorial 


‘THE CBC EXPOSES A WEAKNESS 

The current walkout of producers at the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation serves to point up 
what a lot of people have felt for a long time . i 
The CBC is a cumbersome monopoly which shouldn t 
exist for the simple reason that any mass difficulty 
within the organization can impair the nation’s tele- 
vision and radio communication to an undesirable 
extent. This flareup serves to strengthen as nothing 
has before, the long standing belief that broadcasting 
and telecasting should be in the hands of private 
enterprise to ensure greatest benefits to listeners 
and viewers, and to prevent their being duped by 
propaganda, 

There has been some suggestion that the mass 
resignations may cripple the CBC ... We believe 
this would be an excellent thing and mark the be- 
ginning of a long overdue era in the proper use of 
the air-waves. Let these people resign, let the CBC 
shut down, little will be lost and a lot will be gained. 
Some of the junk which is being broadcast and tele- 
cast at the present moment would be as well off the 
air anyway and we can depend on a rapid expan- 
sion of independently operated stations to quickly 
meet the needs of the nation’s listening and viewing 
audiences. 


Press Comment 


Most Canadians, one imagines, are aware of the 
trend away from farm work and country life. Few, 
perhaps, realize the extent of it. 

The flight from farm to city over the past decade 
or so has, in fact, assumed such proportions as to 
constitute a silent revolution. Since 1948, the number 
of Canadians working on farms has fallen by more 
than 400,000 (from 1,200,000 to less than 800,000 to- 
day). In the same period, Canada’s population has 
risen by some four millions, 

With modern aids and amenities, life on the farm 
is no doubt easier than it has ever been (although 
the farmer and his family probably continue to put 
in a harder day’s work than most, much of the time). 
The automobile, the telephone, radio and television, 
these have all narrowed the difference between rural 
and urban living. 

But, for all this, the lure of the city seems irres- 
istable to native and immigrant alike. Small wonder 
that two out of every three Canadians are now ur- 
ban dwellers. If things go on at this rate it will not 
be very long before our ten largest cities contain 
fully half the total population. 

There will be those who will regret this great 
decline in our farm population and in the relative 
importance of agriculture to the national economy. 
Certainly it has its sad side, particularly for those 
whose roots are deep in the land, and not all city 
slickers, by any means, are incapable of understand- 
ing this. 

But there is no turning back the clock, and the 
fact must be faced that we are now more than any- 
thing else an industrial nation. It is in the factories, 
warehouses and offices of manufacturing industry 
that most of those who, have left the farm now work. 

But although the farmer of today has a tough 
time hiring help when he needs it, farm production 
hasn't suffered any, thanks to mechanization, im- 
proved means of cultivation and greater efficiency 
of operation. And largely for these same reasons the 
farmer is much more important to the manufacturer 
than he once was.—“Industry”

THINKING OUT LOUD 


“Don't think out loud in front of 
a patient.” 

I have been saying that to my! 
interns and associates for years.| 
| ‘The reason? Why frighten patients | 
| needlessly? Heaven knows, people 
are scared enough as it is when 
confronted by a doctor. 

One purpose of the practice of 
medicine ,is to bring hope and | 
faith into their lives. You can't 
do that when you let words slip 
out that burden them with added 
anxiety. 
| My hair stands up when I hear) 
|a doctor say to a patient: “You've | 
got a pretty loud murmur there” 
{—or, “That's the highest blood 
| pressure reading that I've seen 
| this week'—or, “It’s remarkable 
how you've lasted this long, con-, 
sidering how your X-rays look.” 

The other day a fine doctor 
| counted the pulse of a patient who 
| was down with the flue. He looked 
| up from his wrist watch and said: 
“Quite a fast pulse you have there” 
You could see the patient wince. 

What I say may “rile” some of | 
my colleagues, but I can’t help| 
repeating that getting an M.D. is 
no guarantee that the doctor in 
question is sure to be tactful and 
practice common gense. 

I don’t believe in withholding 
the truth from a patient. If ne 
has heart trouble, tell him — but 
tactfully. If he has tuberculosis, | 
he needs to know, The same -with | 
practically every illness you can! 
think of. Even the verdict of can-| 
|cer need not be withheld from ail! 
| patients. 

“But why think out loud? If there} 
is a functional murmur (harmless) | 
why not mention it? The patiest | 
why not mention it? The patient! 
may worry needlessly for the rest| 

If the pressure is high, why! 
raise an eyebrow in surprise —~ or | 
whistle in amazement, as some 
doctors do? Sometimes the patient 
with very high blood pressure is 
not as sick as the one With a lower 
pressure and enlarged heart. 

Why say to the man with head- 
aches: “We'd better take X-ravs 
of your skull. There's always the 
possibility of brain tumor, you 
know.” | 

Ridiculous? Am I exaggerating? | 
All you have to do is look into| 
some medical journal literature’ 
and you will see many articles on 
LATROGENIC DISEASE. This | 
means “disease caused by doctors.!’) 

In other words, anxiety caused | 
by doctors “thinking out loud,” in-| 
stead. of keeping their lips closed | 
{mouth shut). Forgive my strong 
feeling in the matter. There is no 
excuse for intelligent physicians be 
ing thoughtless and tactless, 
“RHEUMATISM” ISN’T 
THE WORD FOR IT 

The other day a patient said, 
“I've got rheumatism” Had it for 
years. Can't understand why i 
haven't got rid of it.” 
| I told him one reason might be 
that he has been calling it “rheum- 
atism.” Readers’ of this column 
may remember that I have said 
this is a vague “wastebasket” term 
People throw all their aches and 
joint pains into this repository. 

In doling so they often miss out'| 
on the true diagnosis — and there- 
fore suffer for many years need-!

THE BY-PASS AND CONNECTING ROADS 

There have been too many accidents in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Lindsay since the completion 
of the by-pass and connecting roads .. . Far more 
than the average person expected would follow the 
revamped highway pattern. As a matter of fact, most 
people were of the opinion a reduction in area high- 
way accidents would have followed the over-passing 
of the railway lines cutting across this particular 
district. 

We believe that all the intersecting and by-pass- 
ing roads in the immediate vicinity could be nego- 
tiated safely with the use of ordinary driving care. 
There are a couple which call for more than ordinary 
care and one of these is the intersection of the Trans- 
Canada Highway and the county road leading to Lit- 
tle Britain at a point just south of the town. 

The number of accidents occurring on Lindsay's 
outskirts suggests the need of further traffic study 
in an effort to improve the area’s safety record 
which, at the moment, is anything but one of which 
to be proud. 


BEWARE OF THE SPRAYS 

This is the time of vear when everyone gets busy 
spraying weeds, plants of the cultivated variety, ants, 
moths, and almost anything that can be dealt a 
knock-out blow with a spray gun. Some of these peo- 
ple succeed, despite warnings issued repeatedly, in 
kmocking themselves out in the process. 

The following news item which appeared in the 
morning press is an extreme example of what some- 
times happens when sprays are used. It reads: 

“William O’Donneil, 28, of Sarnia, died in Sarnia 
Genera’ Hospital tonight presumably of asphyxiation 
caused by a chemical with which he was spraying 
mustard sced on a farm in R.R, 2, Sarnia Township 
at Confederation St. west of Mandaumin Sideroad. 

Police said O'Donnell was spraying the mustard 
seed with another farmhand when he collapsed. The 
farm is owned by Kenneth Douglas of Sarnia, who 
bought it two weeks ago.” 

The lesser effects of using sprays of high potency 
often receive no publicity because the consequences 
are less dramatic. But this is not to say they are not 
damaging or that the harmful effects of having used 
them will not show up at a later date. 

There are times when insects and plant diseases 
warrant man’s all-out baitle to thwart their inroads. 
Sprays often play an important role in this respect 
but we do not believe there is anything to justify 
the wholesale continuing use of sprays for every- 
slight invasion. These products are lethal to certain 
forms of life and the directions on most labels of 
containers in which they come are usually specific 
and full of warnings. Many of the Sprays on the mar- 
ket are clearly indicated as being potentially harm- 
ful to humans and this in itself should stay the hand 
of the spray-happy individual lest he come to grief. 

Read the directions and what is equally impor- 
tant, follow them! 


‘IT'S AN ILL WIND ., .” 

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is in hot 
water again, this time over the actions of one of its 
employes who made some inflammatory remarks Te- 
garding the Queen’s visit to Canada while appearing 
on a New York television show. The employee--Miss 
Joyce Davidson--said she was indifferent to the Queen’s 
visit and that she believed most Canadians were of 
the same mind. 

Canada and United States are free countries and. 
free speech prevails: In view of this, Miss Davidson wag 
within her rights when she announced her own feel- 
ings regarding the Queen’s visit. But she went 
too far..- She had no license to attempt to convey 
the impression that Canadians Zenerally were indiffer- 
ent to the event, even if she honestly believed they 
were. 

It is doubtful if Miss Davidson would make such a 
statement if she had the thing to do over again be- 
cause she is now fully aware that what appeared to be 
indifference was anything else but. That’s one thing 
about a democracy such as that under which we live 
. .. The individual can, if he chooses, be indifferent 
to almost anything and no one will insist that he be 
otherwise but it is risky to attempt to inerpret the 
feelings of all the people in a democratic country-- 
they vary greatly, 

It is rather surprising that Miss Davidson is not 
more familiar with her own industry. If she had been, 
she would have been aware of the fact that thousands 
of people peer into their television seta to get a glimpse 
of visiting royalty and Smportant personages. Even 
those who may be inclined to be critical of royalty and 
monarchies in general are interested in the comings 
and goings of those who are in the royal bracket, 
Whether they approve or not, they want to be abreast 
of the times and they cannot achieve this end and 
be indifferent at the same time. 

Having been gently chastised, Miss Davidson 
should perhaps be forgiven because if there was any 
trace of indifference to the royal visit before she spoke, 
it’s gone now.

BOARDS AND RED TAPE 

Boards and red tape don’t seem to have very 
much in common on the surface .. -One seldom, if 
ever, sees a board done up in red tape but the boards 
referred to herein are not related to the lumbering 
industry although they sometimes are lumbering in. 
nature. 

These boards are the ones which are established 
by governments from the lowest to the highest, to 
make it possible for people apart from elected repre- 
sentatives to do much the work the electorate expect- 
ed would be done by the government. And this is where 
the red tape comes in. Both the governments and 
the boards (some boards are called commissions in 
higher government circles) become. entangled in the

stuff and it isn’t too long before the electorate finds 
itself caught up In it too. 

Lindsay is no exception to the rule or the modern 
trend, and yarions boards are doing so much of the 
administration of the town’s affairs that Council is 
finding it difficult to keep abreast of developments. 
And the people are finding it even harder. 

Things have reached the stage now, in some in- 
stances at least, where no one seems to want to make 
a decision. The ball is passed from one to another 
and back again and the issue at stake remains up the 
air too. 

It is time that Town Council took the initiative in 
certain matters and made the decision instead of leav- 
ing them up to agencies not directly responsible to the 
electorate, conscientious and well-intentioned as their 
members invariably are. 


DO WE REALLY WANT A PAROLE SYSTEM? 

Canada is to have a National Parole Board, and 
there are not a few Canadians who are viewing the 
idea askance, having seen over the years what has 
happened across the border under the parole system. 

It is all very well to adopt a holier than thou 
attitude and suggest that there are differences in 
the respective political and judicial systems of Cana- 
da azd the United States — which, of course, there 
are — but, aside from the fact that we appear to be 
establishing all too many different boards in this 
country with, naturally, additional costs to the Treas- 
ury, the advisability of understanding the parole sys- 
tem here is open to serious question. We have poli- 
ticians in Canada too, and the evils of the parole 
system, of which we have seen so many in the neigh- 
bouring country, could well develop here; even if on 
a less obvious scale. 

Tne question of rehabilitation of the criminal is 
not one to be sneered at, but there is some reason 
to Inok with a measure of suspicion on this modern 
trend towards pscychoanylizing our criminal element 
and looking for reasons as to why they are that way. 
There are people — they may be hard-hearted and 
cynical — who believe that some members of our 
society are born criminals, upon whom no amount 
of coddling will have the slightest effect. 

We have been getting along reasonably well for 
years without a parole system. We hardly think that 
there is a lesser degree of criminality in the United 
States than there is in this country, despite the opera- 
tion of the parole system there; and we question very 
much whether our venture into the parole system 
is likely to result in Canada having one criminal less 
than we now have—The Financial Times

NEW TRAFFIC LAWS EFFECTIVE MAY 25 

The following amendments to the Highway Traf- 
fic Act passed at the last session of the Ontario Legis- 
lature became effective on Monday, May 25th:— 

(1) Motorists must lower their headlights when 
within 500 feet of an approaching motor vehicle, and 
when following another mctor vehicle within 200 feet. 

2. It is an offence to place signs on the windows 
and to hang objects in the motor vehicle which 
obstruct the driver’s view. 

3. It is an offence to load a truck or trailer in 
such 2 way that any part of the load falls on the 
highway during transit and the penalty for such 
otfence has been increased up to a maximum fine 
of $200.00 and in addition the license or permit may 
be suspended. 

4. Passing on the right is now permitted in cities, 
towns and villages including Metropolitain Toronto 
but only: (1) when overtaking a motor vehicle making 
or signalling a left hand turn; (2) On streets having 
two or more lanes in each direction; and (3) One one- 
way streets. 

This interpretation of the above laws is published 
for information only, For accurate reference, motor- 
ists should refer to the Provincial Statutes.

Many Canudians will recall The Queen’s own 
words when, speaking at Ottawa in the last weeks 
before she was called to the throne, she saluted the 
proof they had given that the most powerful re- 
public and the most extensive monarchy in the mod- 
ern world could dwell side by side in mutual confi- 
dence, and that “the lamp of liberty may burn as 
clear under either form of government,” 

While as Head of the Commonwealth Her Maj- 
esty unites Canadians in sympathy with their fellow- 
subjects throughout the world, as Queen of Canada, 
she binds them in brotherhood to one another, A 
people still numbering noi many more than 16 mil- 
lions, spread over the vast area between St. John’s 
and Vancouver and between the frozen North and 
the Great Lakes, stand in need of an honoured sym- 
bol to draw their scattered communities together 
and confirm their integral nationhood. They might 
have found it in a constitution or a flag; but these 
are cold and abstract things, not to be compared 
with the hold upon the heart of allegiance to a living 
personality. There is also, however, the danger that 
the crowned symbolic personage in whose names the 
business of state is conducted may herself come to 
Seem a remote image, too far exalted to have any 
reality as the universal representative. the greater 
the honour paid to the majestic symbol of national 
pride, the greater the need of the people for direct 
vision of the human being in whom it is incarnate. 
Forunately, Canadians already know their Queen in 
both aspects. She travelled among them as Princess 
with as little formality as was consistent with mak- 
ing a first introduction to their national leaders: and 
as lately as October, 1957, she took her seat on her 
Canadian Throne in the full emblematic splendour 
of the state opening of Parliament. They have seen 
their national greatness reflected in her formal gran- 
deur; and millions of them have been given a glimpse 
of her human affinity with their simple individual 
selves. The purpose of the extensive travels she has 
now planned among them is to give them—even in 
Such remote regions as the Yukon, where no reign- 
ing monarch has penetrated—a fuller understanding 
of both aspects, but especially the second.
